Destry Rides.Again- Imperial 4/23. 5 pros including 
3 raves from News, Mirror, World Telegram-Sun- and 2 
cons- Times, Herald Tribune- filed on musical version of 
Max Brand novel starring Andy Griffith, Dolores Gray, with 
music and lyrics by Harold Rome, book by Leonard Gershe, 
staged by Michael Kidd, produced by David Merrick- Max 
Brown, Dancing, music, cast shared plaudits with colorful 
sets by Oliver Smith and costumes by Alvin Colt, while the 
two dissenters felt that the talented cast and staff were 
wasted, An exuberant, enormously colorful show with Rome's 
best score, Kidd's electric staging, Gray in top form cheered 
Chapman, News. A musical whirlwind with a taut book, lyrics 
that make points, music that races the pulses and stars won- 
derful, agreed Coleman, Mirror.

When the battle of Central Park is settled in favour of 
the free Shakespeare productions presented by Joe Papp and 
his fine director Stuart Vaughan, the Mayor must make cer- 
tain that such a situation does not oc cur again, Though self- 
appointed in his compulsive campaign to give NYC fine, free 
Shakespeare productions, Papp has yet to win the official 
sanction and/or thanks of the City. The outdoor productions 
have proved their worth, both with the critics and with the 
public, and must now be officially appointed and approved by 
the City government itself.
